PRODUCT REVIEW: 


We are going to start 1983 off with what is 
probably the most important item towards 
the preservation of Falcons since Presid- 
ent Roy Sword founded the Falcon Club of 

America. 


Ray Miller, FCA member # 642, of Ocean- 
side, California, has succeeded in produc- 
ing a most facinating book about the Falcon 
automobile. FALCON! the New-Size Ford 
is the title of Mr Miller's latest book in 
the Ford Road Series by The Evergreen 
Press. 


FALCON! the New-Size Ford is a beautiful 
hard bound 320 page book of facts and pic- 
tures of the Falcon from 1960 to 1970 1/2. 
There is a chapter devoted to each prod- 
uction year plus chapters on advertising, - 
wheels and wheelcovers, typical assessor- 
ies, decoding the data plate, and production 
statistics. Everything the Falcon enthusiast 
needs to know about his favorite car! It has 
over 1,300 pictures including a 12 page 
section of color photos of some of the best 
Falcons around. 





Considering what was available for the 
Falcon enthusiast until now in the way of a 
single source all-in-one resource center 
this is a giant step forward. Not only for 
those of us who are active in the hobby but 
for the Falcon enthusiast that is browsing 
in his local library or Walden or B. Dalton 
bookstore and runs across this book....!! 
For the first time there is a factual book 
for all that is only about the Falcon. Ray 
Miller, we salute you for this wonderful 
contribution to the preservation of the Ford 
Falcon. 


Now, not that criticism is necessary, a 
little criticism. The only mention of one 
of my most favorite models is only on page 
294 in the wheel and wheelcover section. 
"1961-62 13" Futura Wheelcover". No 
pictures or mention of the 1961 Futura with 
it's neat little chrome "teardrops" on the 
side, no pictures of it's bucket seats. On 
page 121 it is mentioned that "Futura" and 
"Falcon" on the rear of the 1963 is for 
"production simplicity". If you have ever 
tried this you know that only the "F" is at 


all interchangable and that if you really want 


do this interchange you need torch and drill. 
Alas, the long awaited details on the 1970 


to 1970 1/2 model amounts to only one page. 
A well explained page but a subject that your 
Editor thou gnt would have generated much 
more information and insight as to what was 
really taking place at Ford Motor Co. with 
the fate of the Falcon. 


Criticism of this work is trivial concerning 
the impact- that this work will have on the 
hobby of Falcons. I am certainly no expert 
on Falcon facts and do not want to discredit 
the hard work of Ray Miller. This book is 
a tremendous value to the world of automo- 
bile fans and is worth its weight in gold to 
the Falcon lover. 


The book retails for $29.95 at your Walden 
or B. Dalton bookstore and has been in the 
stores since shortly before Christmas. It 
is also available direct from The Evergreen 
Press at Box 171+, Oceanside, California, 
92054.
